"Newbie" Questions Spur Reprint of 1994 "EDS Chronology"

When recent public hearings hosted 
by the Michigan Department of Envi- 
ronmental Quality (DEQ) stirred up the 
latest wave of anti-EDS (Environmental 
Disposal Systems) sentiment, | listened 
with awe as newcomers to the fight 
displayed their ignorance of the well 
project's history with every word they 
uttered. Despite the fact that The Romu- 
lus News and The Romulus Roman 
have been covering the story for more 
than ten years, an incredible number of 
our city's residents know little (or re- 
member little) of how this whole mess 
got started — and most out-of-towners 
know even less. 

When these "newbies" and | get to 
talking, many are flabbergasted when 
they discover the often villainous role 
that the City of Romulus has played in 
the well dispute. They say, "I didn't know 
that! Why don't you tell people what 
really happened?" Of course, | have 
already addressed these issues many 
times, but much of what was written 
appeared so long ago that some people 
never saw it, and others have forgotten 
earlier details in the rash of “latest 
developments." 

For those who want a refresher, | 
am reprinting a slightly revised editorial 
“chronology” that was originally pub- 
lished in TRAN on August 11, 1994. At 
first, | was tempted to remove some of 
the text's more dated references (see 
the first paragraph), but then decided 
not to because they serve as areminder 
of the fact that this fiasco has been 
dragging on forever. 

Yes, it's lengthy — very lengthy — but 
it's well worth the read for anyone who 
wants to put the current debate into its 
true perspective. 

Considering the vast amount of 
attention that local newspapers have 
given to the lawsuit between the City of 
Romulus and Environmental Disposal

Systems, you would think that the facts 
Surrounding the dispute would be al- 
most as well known to area residents as 
the latest reports on the O.J. Simpson 
case. Sadly, there are still many people 
who have not bothered to investigate 
this matter for themselves, and have, 
instead, based their opinions on rumors 
and other misinformation. 

Some of the most vicious of these 
rumors have been spread by political 
figures trying desperately to find a plau- 
sible excuse for suddenly deciding to 
take action against EDS after almost 
three years of allowing the company to 
proceed, unmolested, with the plan- 
ning, permitting, and construction of its 
deep-injection-well projecton Wahrman 
Road. They attempt to portray EDS as 
an arrogant, even evil corporation of 
great wealth and power that sneaked 
into Romulus and jeeringly thumbed its 
nose at the people who live here by 
deliberately flouting our city's laws and 
otherwise shoving their well project 
down our collective throat. 

Whatthese politicians fail to tell you 
is that, while they may have had private 
misgivings about accepting EDS's right 
to construct and operate a well in Romu- 
lus without consideration of the City's 
zoning laws, they spent three years 
bowing to the advice of their own attor- 
ney — who, on several occasions, ex- 
pressed his opinion that "state law ap- 
pears to preempt any local regulation of 
all hazardous waste" — and never 
warned EDS of their belief that there 
might be a zoning incompatibility until 
after the company had drilled its well 
and, in the process, spent more than a 
million dollars. Coincidentally(?), the 
City's "warning" (and subsequent law- 
Suit) came right before a City election, 
when a candidate for City Council de- 
cided to make the well a campaign 
issue. 

To help set the record straight, once 
and for all, about what really transpired 
between the City and EDS, we have 
compiled a chronology of events that 
demonstrates beyond doubt that, for 
almost three years, the City gave EDS 
its tacit permission to construct and 
operate a disposal wellin Romulus, and 
therefore has no right to suddenly re- 
scind that decision atthe cost of millions 
of dollars to both EDS and Romulus 
taxpayers. What's more, we are pre- 
pared to document the information in- 
cluded in our chronology from various 
affidavits, depositions, videotapes, cop- 
ies of correspondence, and other 
sources in Our possession. 


Beginning in the late summer of 
1990, representatives of EDS met with 
City officials to give them a general 
outline of the proposed deep-well project 
and provide financial projections relat- 
ing to a royalty that EDS was offering 
the City. EDS also furnished informa- 
tion that described the safety record of 
the project's technology and the strenu- 
ous state and federal permitting re- 
quirements that must be met. Addition- 
ally, EDS employed Dr. Joyce M. Budai 
(Director, Subsurface Laboratory, De- 
partment of Geological Sciences, Uni- 
versity of Michigan) to perform a site- 
specific geological study to confirm the 
safety and viability of the project. 

In October 1990, EDS representa- 
tives approached Dave Atkins, founder 
and then-publisher of The Romulus 
News, to discuss the project (hardly the 
type of thing that accompany would do if 
it intended to sneak into town and try to 
“put one over" on the residents there). 
The result of this meeting was a front- 
page article, published on October 31, 
1990, titled, "Deep Well Disposal of 


Toxic Waste May Come to Romulus." It 
may be of interest to those who knew 
Dave Atkins as a champion of us “little 
people" that, after his own careful in- 
vestigation into the matter, even he was 
convinced of the need for injection wells. 
He had spent too much time reporting 
on illegal dumping and other problems 
contributing to the contamination of our 
groundwater notto appreciate a form of 
disposal that trapped toxins beneath 
impermeable rock formations a mile 
below the water table. 

The City of Romulus also received 
assurances about the safety of similar 
wells. On October 26, 1990, the Michi- 
gan Department of Natural Resources 
(DNR) responded to an information re- 
quest from Dennis Oakes, then-Com- 
munity Development Director for the 
City of Romulus. In part, the letter stated 
that". .. of the 20 plus industrial waste 
disposal wells (Class |) presently oper- 
ating, we have had no instances of well 
failure or contamination during a period 
of approximately 21 years."

Dissenter Comments on SRB Motion to Deny EDS Permit 


Editor's note: Given recent debate 
about whetherthe Michigan Department 
of Environmental Quality should have 
ignored a 5—3 Site Review Board vote 
recommending denial of the Environ- 
mental Disposal Systems waste facility, 
one of our readers has asked us to 
reprint comments written by Dr. Rane L. 
Curl, the SRB's chemical engineer, who 
was one of the three members who 
voted against the motion for denial. 

The following constitutes comments 
on the document, "Motion to Recom- 
mend Denial of EDS's Part 111 Permit 
Application to Construct a Hazardous 
Waste Storage and Treatment Facility 
on Citrin Drive in Romulus, Michigan. 
GENERAL 

The draft in many instances offers 
special pleading that, in my opinion, 
goes beyond, or is contradicted by, the 
evidence presented to the Board, or 
does not cite the evidence that was 
presented for an opposite or neutral 
conclusion. The motion would be objec- 
tively stronger if not appearing to be an 
advocacy document for one position. 
UNSUITABLE LOCATION 
Insufficient Access/Egress 

The nature of the proposed opera- 
tion does not itself strongly dictate mul- 
tiple access/egress, since the proposed 
operation excludes ignitable wastes, 
and the wastes to be treated are to be 
only those classified from Class 9 ("Low- 
est Risk") to possibly Class 6 (toxics), 
but in low concentrations. 

MT-2/M-2 zoning does not appear 
to require multiple access, even for op- 
erations involving “corrosive acid or 
alkali." 

Multiple access/egress does ap- 
pear to be desirable, but whether re- 
quired or not should be consistent with 
zoning requirements for similar indus- 
try, and not applied selectively to this 
proposal. 

Inadequate Water Supply 

EDS has agreed to the stipulation, 
so that evidence (memo of 8 March) 
should be presented with equal promi- 
nence as the requirement (in regard to 
this issue and any others to which it 
applies). 

Unacceptable Truck Route and 
Impact on Traffic Congestion 

lt would appear that all industry in 
the area utilizes less than ideal truck 
routes, and this is not peculiar to the 
EDS proposal. In addition, evidence 
was presented that the increased truck 
traffic will be of the order of 2% of the 
current traffic, probably within even the 


precision of measuring the current traf- 
fic. | perceive that ca. 24 trucks — and 
hence 48 trips—in 12 hours would mean 
one truck, passing each 15 minutes, 
while on the order of a hundred other 
cars and trucks would pass the same 
point in the same period. Therefore, | 
find the EDS testimony creditable. 
This problem would appear to be 
simply mitigated by improved traffic 
management, plus EDS's agreementto 
realign the site access intersection. 
While accidents could release 
wastes, such incidents are not more 
likely to occur with EDS traffic as with 
traffic for other firms handling hazard- 
ous materials in their facilities, and the 
wastes to be treated by EDS are inher- 
ently less hazardous than many of the 
materials transported by other trucks, 
such as fuels. 
Unacceptable Risk of Impact to 
Surrounding Transportation Routes 
It is greatly more likely that emer- 
gencies caused by the airport or the fuel 
storage facilities between the railroad 
and the highway will disrupt highway 
and rail traffic, than will any plausible 
emergencies at the proposed EDS fa- 
cility. There will be no ignitable materi- 
als (except vehicle fuel and building 
heating supplies) on site. This is, in my 
opinion, not a credible reason for reject- 
ing the permit. 
UNACCEPTABLE IMPACT ON 
COMMUNITY RESOURCES 
Evidence was presented that 
Wayne County and surrounding com- 
munities support haz-mat (hazardous 
materials] teams andresources for deal- 
ing with the release of the low-hazard 
wastes that will be treated at the EDS 
facility. The draft fails to cite the docu- 
ments showing that these resources 
are available and are willing to be de- 
ployed by the agencies. 
UNACCEPTABLE RISK OF 


POLLUTION OF SURFACE WATERS 


The potential problem of spills off 
the containment pads of the facility need 
to be addressed with similar approaches 
as would be used for spills that may 
occur on I-96 or on any other route in the 
area. There is no basis for claiming that 
potential spills at this facility are differ- 
ent in kind, except for being generally of 
a less hazardous nature. 
COMPLIANCE WITH LOCAL 
ORDINANCES AND REQUIREMENTS 

These issues raise questions of 
zoning and local permitting that can 
only be resolved informally or in court, 
and in that sense | agree with the 
stipulation. 


WETLANDS IMPACTS 

The site may be (but is not yet 
determined to be) a small “industry 
locked" reverted wetland, but whatever 
wetland values it represents would be 
better mitigated by providing protection 
for a wetland area elsewhere, where 
such a wetland can function properly 
and protect more threatened habitats, 
or by constructing a mitigation wetland 
elsewhere. In my opinion, this wetland, 
such as itis, ishopelessly compromised. 
OTHER FACTORS 

The evidence presented in regard 
to property values, future development, 
community image, etc., was in my opin- 
ion speculative, and did not show why 
the very heavy industrialization of the 
zone, and the airport nearby, were not 
much more significant factors in these 
issues. 
NEED 

lf there is no need for the facility, it 
will fail, and the wells will be closed and 
the building would become available for 
other industry. Since no harm is done by 
the installation of the facility, and since 
itis a low-hazard operation and harm to 
the community is not expected from its 
operation, the responsibility for need 


~ would appear to be properly left in the 


hands of the investors. 
CONCERNS REGARDING EDS 
Inconsistent Statements to the Board 
and/or DEQ 

| perceived these claimed inconsis- 
tencies to be incidental misunderstand- 
ings, or different interpretations of state- 
ments, or even misstatements but of 
not very great import. No evidence was 
presented that these interpretations 
were otherwise intended to deceive, or 
that they contradicted the apparently 
consistent intent of EDS to proceed with 
the project in accord with all legitimate 
requirements. 
Lack of Experience and Expertise 

| agree with this stipulation. No 
chemical plant should be operated ex- 
cept by suitable trained and experi- 
enced persons.

NATURE OF WASTES 

The proposed limitation on the char- 
acter of the wastes to be treated has no 
basis in engineering or regulation. 

The stipulation that the wastes are 
not ignitable addresses the potential 
hazard of flammability of the wastes. 
The process is designed to remove 
Non-Aqueous-Phase-Liquids (NAPLs) 
from the wastes prior to injection, andto 
dispose of these at an off-site hazard- 
ous waste landfill facility (or by other 
regulated means of treatment at an- 
other facility), and hence the proportion 
of NAPLs in the waste Is not an issue. 
The corrosivity of wastes can be a haz- 
ard, but the M-2 zoning specifically al- 
lows operations with strong acids and 
alkalis, without restrictions on pH (but of 
necessity, acids less strong than “bat- 
tery acid," because of the wastes to be 
accepted). Any proposed “unaccept- 
able risks" should be more specifically 
specified so that they can be addressed 
inthe design and operation of the facility. 

Of perhaps more concern that the 
wastes to be treated are the wastes to 
be generated and shipped off-site. 
These are: 

1) NAPLs, mostly oils separated 
from suspension in the wastes. These 
would possibly be ignitable, and would 
have to be handled with appropriate 
precautions. 

2) Precipitated solids produced by 
neutralization to pH 10 and settled, fil- 
tered, and dried. These operations re- 
quire manual labor and produce dusts 
that could be hazardous to employees. 

EDS has responded appropriately 
to questions about these secondary 
wastes.

Later, on November 20, 1990, EDS 
furnished City officials and City Council 
members with copies of the geological 
assessment completed by Dr. Budai of 
the University of Michigan. According to 
that report, "In summary, the porosity 
and thickness of the proposed injection 
zone are appropriate for injection of 
liquid waste, and there are sufficient 
confining layers above the proposed 
injection zone to prevent vertical migra- 
tion of fluids. The proposed site is ina 
tectonically stable region and there is 
no evidence to suggest faulting which 
would compromise the integrity of the 
proposed injection zone." 

Finally, in order to dispel any reser- 
vations that City officials might have 
had concerning the possibility that the 
well would be an eyesore that would 
detract from the area's appearance, or 
would produce foul odors detectable 
over great distances, EDS gave then- 
Mayor Beverly McAnally and other City 
officials a tour of its Class 2 injection- 
well facility in Macomb County in Novem- 
ber 1990 so that they could see, first- 
hand, what a disposal well looked like. 

On December 10, 1990, EDS rep- 
resentatives made a formal presenta- 
tion to City officials at the regular meet- 
ing of the Romulus City Council held 
that evening. During the meeting, EDS 
again outlined its royalty offer and ex- 
plained that, although DNR and federal 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) 
regulations supersede local ordinances 
with regard to such projects, EDS still 
wished to establish a good relationship 
with the City by offering it the opportu- 
nity to take part in monitoring the well's 
operation, as well as the chance to work 
with EDS to establish the safest pos- 
sible operating conditions. | 

During the lengthy discussion which 
followed the EDS presentation, even 
Council Chairman Randolph Gear and 
then-Councilman Russell Lambert (both 
of whom expressed concern about the 
location of a disposal well within the City 
limits) admitted that such projects in 
general are worthwhile. In fact, Lambert 
said that he felt the well was "an excel- 
lent project," and Gear stated, "The 
idea is great... . The bottom line is, the 
waste has to go somewhere." 

Mayor McAnally actually seemed 
to support locating the well in Romulus.

Referring to an item of business con- 
ducted earlier that evening, she told the 
EDS representatives, “| really doubt 
that you'll be injecting anything as haz- 
ardous as gasoline into your well — and 
we Sathere tonight and didn't bat an eye 
and approved a gas station. 

"But, you see," she added, “what 
we're dealing with here is something 
that we don't understand fully — and, 
because we don't fully understand it, 
we're afraid of it... . | think sometimes 
we have to let our good sense prevail. 
... 1 think we have a human responsibil- 
ity to do something; we have a social 
responsibility to do something. 

"... 1 think that the idea of the City 
having monitoring authority is a good 
one," McAnally continued. "| would pre- 
fer that the City of Romulus have that 
monitoring authority than — and mean- 
ing no offense to the City of Sumpter or 
Huron or Van Buren or Canton or any of 
the others — but | trust us further than | 
do them, and | would prefer to be in 
control of this kind of a situation rather 
than abdicate that authority to some 
other entity. I'd rather be involved in the 
solution than be part of the problem. 
... | think it could be a real benefit to the 
community." 

On December 19, 1990, a letter to 
David Paul, then-Building Department 
Director for the City of Romulus, from 
Barry A. Seifman, then-attorney for the 
City, confirmed EDS's assertion about 
preemption at the December 10 Coun- 
cil meeting. In part, the letter stated, "In 
answer to your request for an opinion in 
regards to the subject matter referred to 
above [deep well hazardous disposal], 
we are of the opinion that the current 
status of state law appears to preempt 
any local regulation of all hazardous 
waste." 

Further confirmation came only two 
days later, when Seifman again wrote to 
Paul, stating, "We were further informed 
that the State of Michigan, which regu- 
lates this type of waste disposal through 
the Geological Service Division of the 
DNR, is totally independent from the 
EPA. The state is a ‘direct implementa- 
tion state’ which basically means, as we 
were told, that the state can impose its 
own regulations and the EPA can en- 
force. its own regulations, with each 
party having the right or authority to 
overrule the other. We feel that such a 
procedure further reinforces our belief 
that state law appears to have pre- 
empted any local regulation of deep 
well hazardous waste." 

In January 1991, EDS began its 
permit application process with the DNR 
and the EPA. 

In February 1991, EDS owner/presi- 
dent, Douglas Wicklund, and his attor- 
ney, Fred Hoops, met with Mayor 
McAnally to discuss ways in which EDS 
could help Romulus residents suffering 
from pollution caused by the runoff of 


ethylene glycol from Metro Airport. At 
that meeting, McAnally reportedly sug- 
gested running a pipeline from the Air- 
port to the well facility as a possible 
solution to the problem, and even made 
arrangements for EDS to meet with 
Airport officials regarding the possibility. 

On September 4, 1991, EDS pro- 
vided City officials with a copy of the 
DNR permit which it had received on 
July 30, 1991; the legal notices pub- 
lished by the EPAin the August 14, 1991 
issue of The Detroit News and Free 
Press, informing the public of EDS’ per- 
mit applications; and the EPA draft per- 
mit. City officials were advised by both 
the DNR and the EPA about the sched- 
uling of public hearings concerning the 
well, and later advised of the cancella- 
tion of the hearings due to a lack of pub- 
lic comment. 

On October 25, 1991, EDS pro- 
vided City officials with a copy of the 
approved EPA permit. 

In June 1992, EDS received further 
feedback indicating that the City would 
offer no objection to the project when 
Mayor McAnally reportedly provided 
EDS with copies of City attorney Barry 
seifman's previously rendered legal 
opinions in order to assure the project's 
investors that there was no worry about 
City opposition. Almost a year later, 
EDS attorney Fred Hoops spoke by 
telephone to City attorney Seifman on 
the same subject. During that conver- 
sation, Hoops asked Seifman for some- 
thing in writing to indicate to the Detroit 
Policemen's and Firemen's Retirement 
System (major investors in the project) 
that the project would not be in violation 
of any City requirements. Seifman re- 
portedly told Hoops that he didn't need 
anything from the City; the matter was 
completely governed by the EPA and 
the DNR, and Romulus had nothing to 
do with it. 

In June 1992, EDS again furnished 
City officials and City Council members 
with technical and background informa- 
tion pertaining to the project. 

In July 1992, City attorney Seifman 
wrote to Mayor McAnally, "Previously,

our office has conferred with the Build- 
ing Dept. on what authority/control the 
City has or may have relative to injec- 
tion wells. | attach copies of our Decem- 
ber 19 & 21, 1990 memorandums. 

"Basically, it is believed the State, 
through the DNR and the Federal Gov- 
ernment, through the E.P.A. has pre- 
empted the area. 

"Generally speaking the Federal 
Government dominates over the State, 
the State over a City. When an area of 
law has been thoroughly covered by 
State law so that it would appear noth- 
ing is essentially left to legislate for the 
area, a City law can not interfere." 

In late July of 1992, EDS advised 
the City that construction of the well had 
been temporarily postponed and that, 
upon scheduling of a new date, it would 
promptly give notice to the City. It was 


-almost a year later — on June 23, 1993 


— that EDS representatives met with 
Mayor McAnally and various City offi- 
Cials to inform them that construction of 
the well would begin on July 20, 1993. 
At that time, the Mayor reportedly in- 
quired about the royalty that EDS had 
offered to the City, as well as about road 
maintenance. | 

Beginning in early July, EDS ob- 
tained, from the City of Romulus, a 
permit for water to drill the well, along 
with permits for the on-site construction . 
and office trailer, and for electrical ser- 
vice — and thus again gained the City's 
tacit approval of the project. 

On July 13, 1993, EDS hosted an 
“informational dinner" to which the 
Mayor, her staff, and members of the 
Building Department, the Romulus City 
Council, the Planning Commission, and 
the Zoning Board of Appeals were in- 
vited. Those who attended were in- 
formed about the scheduled construc- 
tion date for the well and received infor- 
mation about the project; they also were 
invited to participate in a question-and- 
answer session afterward. At one point 
during the meeting, Building Depart- 
ment Director Dave Paul reportedly in- 
formed those in attendance that juris-

diction over the project rested with the 
DNR and EPA, not the City. Further, he 
expressed his belief that the City should 
work with EDS to assure that the proj- 
ect's appearance, through the exten- 
sive use of berms and landscaping, 
would be maximized. 

On July 20, 1993, a drilling rig with 
unmuffled turbo-charged diesel engines 
and a 120-foot-high derrick with aircraft 
warning lights moved into the site and 
started drilling operations, continuing 
on a 24-hour basis until August 19, 
1993, when construction of the well was 
completed. During that time, numerous 
tours of the site were given to Mayor 
McAnally and other City officials. In 
addition, in order to meet a reported 
request from the Mayor, additional prop- 
erty on Northline Road was acquired by 
EDS, at a cost of $100,000, so that 
trucks could access the site off Northline 
instead of Wahrman. 

Also in August, the Mayor report- 
edly asked, during one of her tours of 
the site, if EDS would prepare overall 
site plans. EDS personnel allegedly 
agreed to her request and asked the 
City's building department to recom- 
mend a site planner. EDS then em- 
ployed the recommended planner and 
prepared preliminary site plans. 

Things appeared to be running 
smoothly. In fact, EDS owner Douglas 
Wicklund reported that his company 
received numerous comments from City 
officials who stated that EDS had worked 
closely with the City and more effec- 
tively than any previous developer. 
Then, on September 14, EDS met 
with City officials to present preliminary 
site plans for review. Mayor McAnally 
reportedly asked EDS to wait until after 
the next City election (set for November 
3, 1993) to submit them to the Planning 
Commission. 

Now, please notice that, at this point, 
approximately three years had passed 
since EDS personnel first discussed 
the project with the City, yet not one 
breath of official opposition had so far 
reached their ears. In the meantime, 
believing that they would face no oppo- 
sition, EDS had spent more than one 
million dollars on a project that, be- 
cause of its very nature, could not be 
picked up and relocated on a whim. 

But trouble began in late Septem- 
ber. Imagine EDS's surprise when they 
received acall from the City on Septem- 
ber 24, 1993 —just six weeks before the 
election — and learned that a group of 
individuals (including a City Council 
candidate) was opposed to the project 
and was going to appear at the Septem- 
ber 27, 1993 City Council meeting to 
voice objections to the project. In re- 
sponse to questions raised at the Coun- 
cilmeeting, EDS agreed to hold a public 
meeting, which took place on October 
13 at Romulus High School. In atten- 


dance were key EDS personnel, geo- 
technical engineers associated with the 
project, Professor William Harrison of 
Western Michigan University (who had 
not been previously involved with EDS), 
and representatives of the EPA and the 
DNR. A one-hour presentation was fol- 
lowed by more than three hours of ques- 
tions and answers. Again, the City's 
acceptance of preemption was publicly 
stated — this time, by then-Councilman 
Ellis Pennington, who took part in the 
Q&A portion of the meeting. 

Yet, in early October 1993, the City 
issued a citation to EDS for improper 
land use. EDS owner Douglas Wick- 
lund alleges that, when he called Mayor 
McAnally to ask her why the ticket had 
been issued, she replied, "Doug, you 
have to let us beat you up a little on this 
— |'m worried about my constituency on 
the Council." 

Finally, on October 22, 1993 — two 
months after the well was completed 
and two weeks before the City election 
— the City of Romulus filed a lawsuit 
againstEDS, charging thatthe EDS site 
was not properly zoned for a disposal 
well operation. It was the first time, in 
more than three years, that EDS had 
heard of any such belief by the City. 

In closing, it is interesting to note 
that even a former City employee — 
Community Development Director Den- 
nis Oakes — supports EDS' claim that 
the City had never approached EDS 
with any claims about improper zoning 
before its eleventh-hour lawsuit. In a 
sworn affidavit given on January 17, 
1994, Oakes stated, ".. . although we 
did not spend a great deal of time on the 
zoning question, because it was our 
belief that the City was preempted from 
imposing its use classifications on the 
well, it was and remains my opinion that 
the land selected by EDS is properly 
zoned for the well... The belief that the 
property which EDS selected for the 
construction of the well, which was 
zoned M-1, was properly zoned for the 
proposed well was notjust mine, but, as 
far as | know, was shared by everyone 
in the administration of the City of Ro- 
mulus who was involved in this matter. 
. . . During the entire period of my 
employ, no one in the administration 
ever suggested that the property was 
not properly zoned." O 


Finally, on October 22, 1993 — 
two months after the well was 
completed and two weeks 
before the City election — the 
City of Romulus filed a lawsuit 
against EDS, charging that the 


EDS site was not properly 
zoned for a disposal well 
operation. It was the first time, 
in more than three years, that 
EDS had heard of any such 
belief by the City.

Cory Kids Enjoy MayaQuest

Although an actual journey to places 
such as Guatemala, Belize, Honduras, 
and the Yucatan Peninsula of Mexico 
were not exactly within their school's 
budget, students at Cory Elementary 
did the next best thing: they traveled via 
the Internet. Better still, they went to 
these exotic destinations to study some- 
thing important: the Mayan civilization 
that once dominated (and still does 
dominate, in a different sense) that re- 
gion of the world. 

What program would allow them to 
achieve this? 

MayaQuest, which was a joint ven- 
ture of LifeTouch Portraits and Class- 
roomConnect, took students on a four- 
week virtual trek through the jungles, 
mountains, and plains of Central Amer- 
ica, from southern Mexico to Honduras, 
in search of the answer to a question 
which has been bugging anthropolo- 
gists for many years: Why didthe Mayan 
civilization suddenly collapse? A team 
of scientists opened up their research 
excursions to almost 200,000 class- 
rooms in three nations, and we here at 
Cory were lucky enough to be one of 
them. Students theorized, studied, and 
wondered right along the anthropolo- 
gists and archaeologists as they strug- 
gled to find answers to their research 
questions and as they struggled to cope 
with the cultural and social conditions of 
Central America in modern times. From 
the wonders of the Temple Of The Masks 
in Tikal to the hardships of life for the 
descendents of the Maya, students were 
engaged in trying to aid not only the 
research but the people as well. 

Features of the MayaQuest site in- 
cluded "Nature Notes," which taught 
students about the jungle ecosystem 
and the importance of conservation; 
"Dan's Dilemma," which introduced stu- 
dents to the ethical and cultural dilem- 
mas faced by scientists studying in other 
lands; and even a section called "Gross 
And Disgusting," which gave students a 
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te ne Aare i.

graphic depiction of the more striking 
differences between Central America 
and developed areas (e.g., one report 
was on sanitation). Students toured 
these features, voted in online polls that 
actually were used to guide the deci- 
sions of the team, and — most of all — 
learned the parallels between the prob- 
lems that the ancient Maya faced and 
those that we face now. The increased 
demand for resources, the ever-de- 
creasing amount of available land for 
cultivation, and incredible urban spraw! 
affected the Maya just as they affect us; 
and as the strain of these factors even- 
tually destroyed the Maya, they can 
destroy us, too, unless we are made 
aware of them. 

In one of the most intriguing mo- 
ments in MayaQuest, students were 
asked where they would take someone 
from Central America if he/she came to 
live in the United States for a time. 
Drawing on their knowledge of what 
these people face, one group said: 

"We would take them to Sea World, 
then to any restaurant they want to go 
to, then to Disney World. We would take 
them to the movies, then on a shopping 
spree, then we would get our hair done.” 

In another assignment, studenis 
were asked to write a field-guide entry 
for the feline master of the jungle, the 
jaguar. Based on research, one wrote: 

"The favorite foods of jaguars are 
peccaries (a wild hog), agouties (a type 
of rodent), deer, fish, lizards, turtles, 
and any other animals when itis hungry. 
Their life span is 12 years, and they 
have litters of 14. They weigh anything 
from 120 to 210 pounds. Relatives in- 
clude lions and tigers.” 

MayaQuest was a great exercise In 
problem-solving, reasoning, and re- 
searching, andthe honing of these skills 
will hopefully take our students to places 
just like those visited by the MayaQuest 
team. It was our sincere hope that stu- 
dents would find this entertaining and 
educational, and from what we can see, 
we succeeded beyond expectations.

The Romulus Community Schools 
band program continued its reputation 
for excellence at the MSBOA District 12 
band festivals.
